DRIVE FROM RASHTRAPATI BHAVAN. THE SPONSORING ORGANIZATION, 

THE INDIAN COUNCIL ON WORLD AFFAIRS (ICWA), IS THE OLDEST SUCH 
ORGANIZATION IN NEW DELHI, HAS AN EXTENSIVE LIBRARY AND 
REGULARLY SPONSORS SPEECHES BY VISITING DIGNITARIES. ITS LONG- 
TIME PRESIDENT^. N. KUNZRU, WILL GREET THE SECRETARY AND IN 
TRODUCE HIM. MR. KUNZRU, NOW 87 AND A FORMER MEMBER OF PARLIAMENT, 
WILL ALSO PRESENT THE VOTE OF THANKS AFTER THE ADDRESS. 

2. INDIAN OFFICIALS, POLITICIANS, ACADEMICIANS, AND INTERESTED 
MEMBERS OF THE ICWA WILL ATTEND, ALONG WITH FOREIGN DIPLOMATS, 
SOME AMERICAN OFFICIALS, AND THE PRESS. THE AUDITORIUM WILL 
PROBABLY BE FILLED TO ITS CAPACITY OF 650. THE ENTIRE SPEECH 
WILL BE RECORDED BY BOTH RADIO AND TV. 
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
